man stands before the comerenlty on his own 
personal merits, whether of character, ability | salaries 
or hind of favoritiam to which Out 
heading refers, is to a great extent, impossi- 
ble; dut-in older and more firmly established 
States—and even in some Territories—we have, 
been painfully impressed not only with the 
extent to which this sort of clannish thrusting’ 
forward of connexions and friends exists, but 
also with the great and manifold evils re« 
sulting therefrom. In the navgl service of the 
United States, previous to this war, the system 
alluded to, had almost entire sway, and no 
gooner was new Commandant appointed to 
a Navy Yard, or an appointment made to # 
vessel under sailing orders, than the appoin- 
tees, with rare and honorable exceptions, at 
once proceeded to fill all the appointive places 
under their control, with relations or friends, 
in regard to whooe fitness for the positions 
thus furnished them, no one pretended’ to’ 
make aay enquiry. We have ourselves seen 
a Conimender’s son his Sepretary, and a,Cap- | 
tain’s nephew his Clerk, neither of whom, 
could spell correctly three consecutive words, 
in English ; while the naval storekeeper ‘at 
the principal depot for stores on that station, 
was a relation (how near we cannot say) of 
both Captain and Commodore, That sasimilar 
state of affairs existed in the army, the reports. 
of various Committees appointed by Congress 
to examine into such abuses, amply prove, 
and observant eyes can perceive that, if not 
now 86 rampant aad undisguised as formerly, 
sach abuses still exist to a sufficient extent to 
interfere materially with the efficiency of our 
military system. 

In political life previous to this war, we had 
gotten to such a point that “victoribus spolia’” 
to the victors belongs the spoils, had come to 
be an unblushingly recognized principle of 
action, and the question of fitness for any par- 
ticular position, or ability and educetion 
thoroughly to perform its duties, was infinitely 
leas thought of and enqbired into, than“what 
hae he done for his patty or whom can he in- 
finence?” - Thus it resulted that in the vast 
majority of instances we had offices of con- 
siderable importance and large pay filled by 
men who were utterly incompetent to perform 
a single item of the duties thereto pertaining, 
except the pocketing of their salary. Iti short, 
and not to mince the matter, we had eome to 
a pitch of corruption in this respect excelled 
only by England among all the countries of 
Europe, and hardly by her, since there, the 
offices filled by nepotism are for the most part 
sinecures, and we in the United States either 
have not, or ought not to have any such either 
among elective or appointive offices. _ 

Men are not angels—in fact all men are not 
even sensible and prudent—and consequently 
we cannot expect but that this habit of ap- 
pointment through favoritism, without refer- 
enee to ability, will to a certain extent always 
exist ; but what we contend is that those doing 
so and using their power in this maaner ought, 
at least, to have the grace to gloze over their 
action in some such way as to make it look 
plausible, and not boldly and withont shame'| . 
to shock the minds of the thinking and sensi- 
ble by such inedmpetent appointments. 

_ One of the greatest of the good results from 
the presént war, will in all probabilit ty be, that 
hereafter competency and ability will be more 
regarded in appointments to office than will 
lineage, blood or the influence of friends. 
Should thie resuit Rave been gained, the war 
would not have been wholly in vain; and in 
military life we think we already sce that 
more attention is beginning to be paid to char- 
acter and abifity than were ever thought of in 
the early part of the war, and when the first 
regimeats were being raised. Nepotism, 
favoritism and the appointment of incompe- 
tent persons to high office have been the ruip 
of all the republics that ever heretofore have 
existed, and it behooves us strenuously te 
guard against their insidious entrance into the 
body politic. Let the questi ons be, is he hon- 
est—bas he the ability and does he understand 
the duties of the office so bestowed? and let

could spell correctly three consetutive words, 
in English ; :—while the naval stotekeeper at 
the principal depot for stores on that station, 

was a relation (how near we cannot say) of 
both Captain and Commodore, Thatssimilar 
state of affairs existed in the army, the reports, 
of various Committees appointed by Congress 
td examine into such abuses, amply prove, 
and observant eyes can perceive that, if not 
now so rampant and undisguised as formerly, 
sach abuses still exist to a sufficient: extent to 
interfere materially with the efficiency of our 
military system. 

In political life previous to this war, we had 
gotten to such a point that “victoribus spolia’’ 
to the victors belongs the spoils, had come to 
be an unblushingly recognized principle of 
action, and the question of fitness for any par- 
ticular position, or sbility and education 
thoroughly to perform its duties, was infinitely 
less thought of and enqbired into, than“what 
has he done for his party or whomi-can he in- 
finence?”- Thus it resulted that in the vast 
taajority of instances we had offices of con- 
siderable importance and large pay filled by 
men who were utterly incompetent to perform 
a single item of the duties thereto pertaining, 

the pocketing of their salary. Iti short, | 
and not to mince the matter, we had eome to 
a pitch of corruption in this respect excelled 
only by England among all the countries of 
Europe, and hardly by her, since there, the 
offices filled by nepotism are for the most part 
sinecures, and we in the United States either 
have not, or ought not to have any such either 
among elective or appointive offices. — 

Men are not angels—in fact all men are not 
even sensible and prudent—and consequently 
we cannot expect but that this habit of ap- 
pointment through faveritism, without refer- 
enee to ability, will to a certain extent always 
exist ; but what we contend is that those doing 
so and using their power in this maaner ought, 
at least, to have the grace to gloze over their 
action in some such way as to make it look 
plausible, and not boldly and withont shame’ 
to shock the minds of the thinking and sensi- 
ble by snch ingdmpetentt appointmenta - 

_ One of the greatest of the good results from 
the presént war, will in all probability be, that 
hereafter competency and ability will be more 
regarded in appointments to office than will 
lineage, blood or the influence of friends. 
Should this result Rave been gained, the war 
would not have been wholly in vain; and in 
military life we, think we already see that 
more attention is beginning to be paid to char- 
acter and abifity than were ever thought of in 
the early part of the war, and when the first 
regimeats were being raised. Nepotism, 
favoritism and the appointment of incompe- 
tent persons to high office have been the ruin 
of all the republics that ever heretofore have 
existed, and it behooves us strenuously te 
guard against their insidious entrance into the 
body politic..
